‘Packers Guaranteed 
Floor Price on Eggs 


OTTAWA,—Agricultural experts 
| cstimate that retail prices of eggs 
| likely will climb five or six cents 
ja dozen within the next few days 
as a result of the government's 
| price-support program. 
| The program, outlined by Agri- 
culture Minister at a press confer- 
| ence, guarantees packing plants 
and other cold storage operators 38 
cents a dozen plus cost of storage 
on all unsold surplus eggs at the 
end of 1950. 

The 38-cent price will be paid on 
all eggs stored as grade A large. 
(rade A medium eggs will get a 
guaranteed price of 56 cents a doz- 
jen 

Experts claim that the program 
will jack up the wholesale prices 
from the current low of 32 and 33 
cents a dozen for grade A large to 

ithe guaranteed level of 38 cents. 

In other words, if the wholesaler 
is unable to get 38e a dozen from 
the market, he'll merely put the 
eggs on storage and collect the 38 
cents from the government at the 
end of the year, On top of that he 
Will collect all storage costs, 

Mr. Gardiner estimated that the 
cost of storage may amount to four 
or five cents a dozen, depending on 
the length and point of storage. 
, That means packers or wholesalers 
may collect as much as 42 or 43 
cents a dozen from the govern. 
ment at the end of the year. 

As a result, retail prices for eggs, 
say the experts, will climb propor- 
tionately, 

The farmer is expected to help 
\the egg farmer, too, During the 
jcurrent egg price depression, he 
has been getting 16 and 24 cents a 
jdozen from egg-grading stations. 

Mr. Gardiner estimated that the 
price-support program will have 
the effect of nailing down a floor 
price for the producer of between 
,30 and 32 cents. However, there is 
Ine guarantee, Egg-grading stations 
jare free to pay whatever will give 
them a reasonable profit.
